Ixmdon, Nov. 27.— Li Hung Chang,, 
according to the Shanghai correspondent 
of the Morning Post, is seriously ill, and. 
haa telegraphed for his adopted son, LI 
Chins Fang. 

Dr. Morrison, wiring to tlie Times 
from Pekin on Sunday, says: '*'Plie 
foreign envoys have agreed to two 
propositions tliat were previously re- 
jected owing to lack of unanimity. 
These are Sir Ernest Satow's proposals- 
that China should agree to recasti the 
commercial treaties, and the Italian pro- 
posal that China- should consent to 
foreign financial control as a guarantee 
of the indemnity. 

"The delay in the presentation of the 
note is due to the postponements by the 
home governments. This increases tlio 
difUculties of the position, and aggra- 
vates the dislocation of trade and 
finance, especially the collection of in- 
land revenues. At the lowest estimate 
the indemnity is computed at £(jO,000,- 
000." 

Berlin. Nov. 20.— A dcfipatch received 
to-day by the Navy League here says,, 
•hut Col. York's colamn reached Kalhan, 
about 100 miles northwest of Pekin, on 
November 18. The Chinese troops, num- 
bering 3,000 men, fled. A battalion' of 
Chmese imperial soldierfl was disarmed. 

The National Zeitung, discussing the- 
punishment of guilty ollleials in China,- 
says: " Germany must abide by the- 
decision of the ministers at Pekin." 

The Post says the negotiations wilP 
probably be finished by the end of the:- 
week. 

The German press refers editorially 
this evening to a report that United' 
States Ambassador AVhite on Saturday 
handed the new United States note re- 
garding the Chinese settlement to Barort 
von Riehthofcn, secretary for foreign af- 
fairs, all' the papers declaring that Ger- 
many rtfuseditd comply with the de- 
mands therein formulated. "When Mr.. 
White was approached on the snbjecf 
this evening, he replied that he -'hafl' no 
interview with Baron Rlehthofen on- 
Saturday, nor had he then received the ■ 
United States note. Hp stated that he- 
had received nothing from AVnshington 
since Thursday Inst, and what he re- 
ceived then was not a note, hut merel.v 
instructions in consequence of which he- 
had an interview with the secretary- 
Tor foreign affairs on Friday. Mr. 
White reiterated that the result of the 
Friday interview was satisfactory. Ft 
was merely an interchange of views, in- 
which no definite proposition was sub- 
mitted and no definite engagements en- 
tered on. What was said was in the 
nature of a suggestion looking toward' 
greater moderation in the punishments, 
but this was only a suggestion which 
Germany might either accept or reject. 
It was not a formal proposition. 

Waehington, Nov. 20.— The state de- 
partment has been informed of the 
agre<!ment or understanding or prelimin- 
ary treaty (it is not paisihle now to learn 
just in what form the matter stands), 
reached by the foreigTi ministers at Pe- 
kin. It is not rc^garded as proper to give 
out for publication at this time any de- 
tailed information respecting the events. 
It is stated, however, a.s the arran.g(>- 
ineut .stands a very poor chance of re- 
ceiving the sanction of all the power.'* 
represented in the I'ekiu conference, nn- 
less some material amendments shall bo 
permitted. 'There is some reason to be- 
lieve that the indemnity propooition has- 
taken such form as to make it possible' 
for the Chinese to meet the dcmand<t. 
nnd this fact, taken in connection with 
the unreasonable demands of some of the 
powers Tcspe<;ting punishments, may re- 
(luire our gnvernnu'iit to make efforts to 
liave the demands moderated.

going to the h'ar lOastern market, 
and the canned lish to the States— hut it 
ia not alone to thone countries that the 
sUipmeus are being made. Tavo thou- 
sand cases have just been shipped by tlie 
local firm to Central America, and more 
ar« to follow. Las*, mimth twenty tlimi- 
sand cases of the canned lisU were sliip- 
pod to tho United States, and an eiiual 
amount, or, perbap«, more, is to I'ollow. 
It is estimated that from eighty to nine- 
ty thounand cases have been shipped to 
tile American consumers, and of this 
.amount the ligiires will show that W. A. 
V^'ard has shimied 40,000 case>^. Wal- 
lace Bros., Avho are fsalting salmon on 
the Skeona, has al«o done a large export 
huslness. They have shipped their lish 
not only to the KaMtern American mar- 
ket, but to Great Uritain and Germany. 

Of the shipments to .lapan, 1,40U tons 
of salted lish ban already been shipped by 
the local lirnij and 2,100 tons are expect- 
ed to arrive for sliipmcnts. The fleh is 
taken both from the Fraser and Cowich 
an rivers and salted there for the most 
pott. Much of that from Cowichan is 
brought down and put up at tho outer 
Avharf. A groat deal is also being taken 
from Cowiciian to Stovceton for ship- 
ment west to tlie Orient. 

Not only are the well known shippi.'if 
linns of Victoria and the ^Niainland Imild 
iiig up an induniry this year in this 
direction, lint .Tapanese firm.s are also 
handling a large amount of fish. The 
ttteamer Alpha has been chartered on ac- 
count of one of the .Tapauese lirms. Tin 
(t Tamura, of Stevestnn, and, if she has 
not left .befori> this morning, mIic is to 
start from there with a full cargo of the 
salted salim.n for .Tapan. She wiil take 
all that she can carry comfortably, liu 
& Tamura have been working up this 
industry for some time, and have been 
making shipments for years post, the 
con«ignments growing in size every yar. 

The great demand this year for dog 
salmon in the United 'Siatos and .Tapan 
U in a mnnoure due to the failure of the 
(alches in those t%yo couutruv.. The 
Jake off the .Tapanese' coast and tin- (isli- 
er^es of the Kurils and ofl' the i-iast 
l'i;ssiaii A.'^ia. lias been poor thi-; reason, 
ami, in coiisctiuence, there is a much in- 
creaMcd demand feu- the Halt ficli from 
Hritlsli ('oluiiil)ia. In the Unite:l .St.ites, 
too, the salmon catch has not been as 
good as was expected, and the orders for 
the "chums" were accordingly increa.si.d

MAINLAND. 



For at least five years tho Colonist 
iias consistently, and. Konie may say, 
persistently, advocated the establisli- 
meut of a railway lorry from some 
point on Vancouver Island to some point 
on the Mainland south of tho Fraser 
river. The establishiiicnt of such a 
ferry was a part of the policy of the 
Turner governmeut, which the Colonist 
supported. In 1898 Mr. Turner, then 
premier, introduced into tho legislature 
liis subsidy net providing for such a 
ferry and for a railway up tlio lower 
side oC tlie Fraser, with a con- 
nection with Vancouver. Tliis sub- 
sidy act received the support of a 
largo majority of the house. The grant- 
ing of tills subsidy was one of the rea- 
sons why the government candidates 
•chiiniod the support of the Victoria 
•t'lectorato in 1S9S, and so unanimous 
■were tho people in favor of it that not 
n man on the, opposition tieltet ventured 
to join issue with the government on 
tliat point. In tho by-oloetion of 1S09 
tlic repudiation by Mr. Semlin and bis 
-ministers of the obligation placed npon 
the government was one of the strong- 
est points insisted on. In fact this re- 
■liHdiation was almost tho chief matter 
discussed outside of tho dismissal of the 
Turner ministry. Tho candidates who 
supiiorted Mr. Semlin on that oeca.sioii 
attonipted to excuse the repudiation of 
tlie cnntr.'lct, but 'did not venture to 
oppose the proposal to . i)rovido for a 
ferry and build a railway up the south 
side of the Frnser. When Mr. Martin 
appealed to tlie iiooph- ho made such a 
railway ferry a part of his platform, 
and the only difTeronce between liiin 
and his opponents on this point was 
whether tho ferry and railway should be 
undertaken as a govorn-ment work or 
under a govermiioiit subsidy. Sinc(> the 
last general election there lias been 
much talk aliout a government railway 
policy, and it seems to liavo been gener- 
ally understood that this ought to involve 
among other things a dircet lino from 
tho Coast to Kootonay. and this neces- 
sarily would include ferry coiiiiectioii b.>- 
tween Vancouver Island and the sontli 
side of tlie Fraser river, also a connec- 
tion between tho south side of the 
Fraser and Vancouver. Several public 
moetings liavo been hold in Victoria In 
urge such a ferry and railway. The 
Board of Trade has passed several reso- 
lutions on the subject, and, if we mis- 
take not, the City rouncii has done the 
same thing. If the names of the gentle- 
men who have advocated this ferry or 
have given it their active support were 
taken, tliey would be found to embrace 
almost every business and public mini in 
Victoria. 'I'lie Times and Colonist 
have steadily, from the first day the 
project was mooted, done their best to 
advance it. 

Witliin the last month we have 
learned with great siirjirise tiiat cerlnin 
people claim that such a ferry connec- 
tion witli the Mainland -svould bo di tri- 
meiital to the city's interests. Vi'c are 
not now speaking of the terms of the 
ferry by-lnw. Men may differ ns to 
these, ns upon nn.v business proposilion. 
What we are amazed at is that any one 
should take tho po.sition that 'the ferry 
and a railway uj) tlio Fraser valley con 
nccting with it will injure Victoria. 
Our friend Dr. Ilolmcko'n, in a letter in 
to-day"s paper, takes this position. Mr. 
D. W. Iliggins condemned tho project 
on the same score on Sunday, and so did 
Jlr. F. S. Barnard on Saturday. So 
also have others. When, may we ask, 
did it come aliout that a project to 
which tlie Turner government, the 
Board of Trade, every representative of 
tills city in the legislature, and every- 
body else in tliis city used to favor, a 
project for advocating which the Colo- 
nist used to receive the hearty approval 
of all, ceased to bi^ a good thing and bc- 
oonio obnoxious and prejudicial to the 
interests of Victoria? We are not now- 
speaking of the terms of the by-law, hut 
of the establishment of a ferry with tho 
Mainland/, south of the Ftaser. ^r. 
Sifton told iin interviewer that h6 pro-

ALFRED FLETT DEAD, 

Deputy Minister of Finance Passi l 
Away Early Yesterday Morning. 

Alfred Flett, deputy [trovin.'ial treas- 
urer, died at his residence, Superior 
street, early yesterday morning, of heart 
trouble, induced by hetirt trouble. Some 
trouble, induced by acute rheumatism. 
Sonu! years ago Mr. l''lett, while study- 
ing medicine in the Fast, contracted 
rheumatic fever in an aggravated form, 
the disease, as is usually tbe case, leaving 
weak spots. This year, acconiiianied by 
Mrs. Flett, he took a trip lOast, during 
whicli he caught a severe cold, which 
was followed by pneumonia, and then 
rheumatism. Ho had been ill for five 
weeks, during which time his life was 
several times despaired of. 

.Mr. Flett was horn in Victoria 11 
years ago, his father, .lolin Flett, being 
an employee of the Hudson's Hay Com- 
pany. Deceased was educated in Vic- 
toria, ami, ipialifying for a teacher, h(dd 
a position on the Xanaimo teai.^hiiig staff 
for two years. He went Fast to sttidy 
medicine, but was einnpelleil to dro|) it 
on .•ii-count of illni'ss. Uetiirning to \'ie- 
toria, he entered the treasury ilepart- 
nient. under the late .Ttidson Young, sne- 
coeding to the posiliiui of deputy minis- 
ter of linance upon that gentleman's 
death. He hehl ollire under several ail- 
iniiHst rations, and was considered one 
of the most compeient and trusted olll- 
cials in the service. 

.V widow and four children, besides 
his mother and three brothers, survive 
him. The brothers tire .Tohii W. and 
Peter, of Maple Bay, and ,laim's, of this 
city. 

The funeral will ttike place at 2 to- 
morrow afternoon, from the family resi- 
dence, 104 Superior street, and at \1:'M 
at the First Presbyterian church.

Dr. Higgins 
began the manufacture of bubonic 
plague vaccine. He has made some in- 
teresting experiments during his stay nt 
William Head, but ho did not like the 
place, and this no doubt has'something 
to do with his return. 



Inriltest Adjourned.— The imitiest into 
the cause of the death of Claiiile 
Maltby, the li-year-old hoy who the 
doctors are of the opinion died of diph- 
theria, but whom ICugene llrooks, the 
Zioiiile, who iiUeiiilcil liitu durin;; bis ill- 
ness, say.s had croup, was not continued 
yesterday.

That was where 
tlie vital difference between tho two 
seh(>nies was nhown. (Applause.) 

Kver since lie had come to the city he 
hail been in favor of railway connection 
with llie Mainland, us he was iniprei^c^- 
ed with the wonderful possibilities of the 
(ievelopment of the rich Fraser valley, 
hut that was no reason why he shoiiUl 
support the otln^r selii'iiie, when he be- 
lieved the proposition imi to be in the in- 
terests of tlie city. I'l-evious to eoiiiiug 
to \'ietoria he had gained the inii)re.s<rjion 
from certain correspondeiiee which be 
liad bail with Mr. 1{. 1'. Kilhet, that the 
oue great seheiiie which Victoriaiiti had 
their minds si't u]>oii was the UritiKh Pa- 
cific; but the first public meeting he at- 
tended, on coming to the city, wat< one 
;it which the people were asking for a 
railway to the Mainland— the Victoria, 
\aneouver iK: Kastern. The governiueiit 
bad brought down a measure Ininusiiig the 
enterprise to the extent of !f(i.(M)(l p<T 
mile, and after the act had passed, he 
had suppurii'd tho ,M-iimciit's action 
very Htroiigly in Uie CoJnni.si; ami one of 
the grounds on \\ hu h he apix'aled to the 
public for c;upi)oi-t was that the railway 
u-onlil open ui> the rich valley of the 
I-i-aser, anil be of great benefit to the 
trade of \'ictoria. When the Semlin 
government came into power and aiiiiul- 
led that act, what a feeling of indigna 
t:ou there was among ihe people of Vic 
tonn!

But if 
it were true that it was going to divert 
trade from Seattle, tlie best thing they 
could do was to have it, and have it at 
once. (Applause.) 

Then, again, the opponents of the 
scheme said that it wa.s going to benefit 
Vancouver. Well, he did not eare if it 
did, if Victoria was to benefit. (Ap,- 
planse.l It seemed a strange thing that 
the Vanconver, Victoria & Ea.<<tern rail- 
way project, which was intended ta 
have two southern termini — <me in Van- 
couver and one in Viitoria — shATfld lie 
favored here, and the iirosPnt scheme 
opposed when it left Vancouver our of 
the calculati(m altogether. 

Then it was contended that it was 
going to injure the ('. 1'. N. ("o. If that 
were true, it was sirange lhat Mr. Tur- 
ner, who was iuleresteil in ilie company, 
ciirrieil the tiill lhro\ij.'h ihc bouse, and 
('apt. Irving, a direcior in the company, 
voted for it. i .Vjiphi use. i He ccnild 
only ask: If that proposition wa.s. a 
good one two years ago, why was it a 
bad one now? 

Again, they snld It was going to be bad 
for the K. »t N. nillwiiy, and yet, wlint do 
we find — Mr. roole.r, solicitor for tlie com- 
pany, a member of the government ifhicli 
carried the bill tbroiigli and Mr. Josepli 
Hunter, superintendent of the road. In tln' 
house, nt the time, and voting for the bill. 
'Aplnuse.) He did not Wish to be nnder- 
stood ns s.aylng tlmt the gentlemen whose 
names he had mentioned were opposing the 
present schome; he was simply endeavoring 
to combat the argument which was brought 
forward that It was going to injure tho I'".. 

Tho sup- 
porters of tho Vanconver & Eastern scheme 
were either all wrong until three weeks ago 
or else they were nil right. (Applause.) 

Another argument which was advanced 
against the present by-law was that tho pro- 
moters were not disclosed. With Intelligent 
men such a contention could have very little 
weight. He was shown a long list the other 
day of subsidies voted by tho Dominion 
parliament, and In only two Instances 
where the C. P. H. was mentioned were the 
names of the promoters known at all. When 
these measures were brought down to the 
house the members did not nsk who were 
the promoting eompnnlps. ^^^Jen It was 
proposed to give n subsidy for the building 
of tho all-Canadian route to the Yukon no 
mention whatever was made of tho promot- 
ers, and he, with some other gentlemen In 
New Brunswick, had an experience with 
the government which showed It was not 
tho practice to disclose the names of the 
promoters.

From the Ivondou News, 

Mrs. J. F. Bishop. F.U.G.S., tlie au- 
thor of several -works on the Far £SaBt, 
lectured at Exeter Hull, Strand, on 
Cliiuu and the Chinese." 

Mrs. Bishop lias traveled for two 
years, generally alouo, through the most 
remote reginiis of the Celestial Fniiiire, 
without being iiiolcstetl. She found the 
people II quiet, law-abidiug peusiuitry, 
only an.xioiis to reap thejruits of their 
lalior in pence. A more thrifty, sober, 
ami imitistrious population could not be 
found. In Cliina eiMitriiots with for- 
eigners are iihvay.s IcejH; Mrs. Bliihop's 
i-m)lies anil linatinen, altliough bai;gling 
iiiurh liel'uiT iiinliing a bargain, never 
oiiee failed to carry it out. This was 
larirely due to the iiitliieiice of the great 
guilds in whii li all seotioiiH of the people 
iiniteil, and wliii-li wore ailmiralily inaii- 
agnl. 'Pliese guilds Were must powerful 
ill protecliiig tliiir nii-iiiliers, ami eve"] 
the tliroiie woiilil hesitate to provok 
their oi>posit ion. Tlic counlry was tli 
most ileiiHicralic in the world, learning 
beins one avemu" to promotion. Chinese 
cliurities were remarkable. The educa- 
tional eharities, burial iind clothing so- 
eieticM. printer soup kitchens, aiul the 
liofbont Kcrviee in the rapid rivers were 
most admirable. Tlie Chinese ^vcre hor- 
rified at the want of reverence and pn- 
lileiiess 111' I'meigriers. and at Ihe fam- 
iliarity of cliildreu to tlieir pareiils. 
Wlieii tlii>y aslied a foreigner. "U'liat 
do you allow your parents?" and the 
reply was ".Nothing." they looked 011 
him almost as a reptile. Chinese etiqiietto 
was eoniple.v, and was a part of their 
religion, hut it was riffht in the main.

Crand Forks to Have a Novel Attrac- 
tion This Winter. 

(Irand I'orUs will soon have the distinc- 
tion of hiivlnir the liii;liesi tolHiL'nan slide In 
tile world. The prclmiliiary work of ori;iiii- 
Izlng a eoiiiiuinv to oroiimio the entcriirise 
has been iirogrcssliiL' for sonic time, ami 
their plans liiivi' now rcaclird siirli a stau-e 
of devcloiiiiiciit Ihat tliere Is mi lomriT any 
doubt as to (he ouli-ome. .Vlinosl overliiiii^'- 
lii^' I lie city Is Observation imiiintalii. so 
prcclidtrjiis on imr side that ascent Is Ini- 
pnssiblc. hut sloplnj.' out to the valley 011 
tlir other shies.

having to pay $t),000 a year. Mr. Iiodwell 
has failed to show that any more freight 
would come by his railway and ferry or at 
lower rates than It comes now, and cer-

ocean terminus of that roail. will never go 
three times the distance b.v Mr. I!odw.dl's 
rail and fernr route when they can go di- 
rect In one-third the distance to this, .dtv.
